PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT.

The Phlladelpbia Times notes
that under Washington the vice presi-
dent wias regarded ng the clogest officer
to the president of all the government
officiale and John Adnms waa the most
trusted adviker of the presiilent.  An-
other Instauce of friendly. feeling bes
tween the president and vice president
was that of Andrew Jackson and Mar-
tin Van Buren. Buot these are the only
enses of rond cordinlity and confidence
botween these high oflicials, while in
gome cases there has been not merely
lack of econfidence, but positive mutunl
dislike. Tt §s a fantlor fact that exeept
In the observiance of the reguiremoents
of ellquette our  presidents  and vico
presidents for mnoy years have held no
relatlons with each other, while any
offtelal commmnication between them has
been of the most perfunctory charneter,

However this may he acconnted for it
Is certainly not in accord wsh the pup-
pose of the fonniders of the government,
who eould not have intended that the
viee prestdent should be n mere fignre-
head In the government, with no other
duty In connection with public affairs
than that of presiding over the senate.
It 1= trae that there is no anthority or
responsibility confersed upon the viee
president by the constitution in vespect
to public affairs, but none the less hie

is o representiative of  the  prin-
ciplea  of his  party  and as such
may properly be  consulted In rela-

tion to the promotion of those principles,
There I8 reason to think that  the
example of Washington and Adams will
be repeated nnder the present adminds-
tration amd that the views of Vieo Presi-
dent Hobart regarding publio gqnestions
will be songht and glven proper con-
sidevation by President MeKinley., As
the Times remacks, “Hobart s a big-
brained, big-hearted, generons man, ol
all his prominent ativibuntes invite the
closest confldence and most fricndly pre-
Iations with the president.” M. Me-
Kinley is a wan who ean appreciate
such gualities at thefr true value amd
it Is =safe to say that Mre. Hobare will
not be wholly exeluded from considera-
tion by 'resident MeRinley.

FORKEIGN OPINTON,

It was to be expectod that the British
press would disapprove of what 1'resl
dent MeRinley sald in regard fo protee
tlon and perbhaps the Amerienn people
will see in this a very good reason for
supporting that polivy. nglish manu-
facturers  were not entively  satisfied
with the present tariff, It does not go
as far as they would have liked In the
directlon of free trade, but it has proverd
n very material help to them. During
the tlrst year and a half of its operation
some British Industeies realized a de-
gree of activity greater than they had
known for many yenrs.  Mills and fae-
tories were operated day and night to
meel the orders for the American mar-
ket. Tor a year past thers has boen
lull, owing to the depression and the
overstocked condition of this market,
and now that the DBritish manuface
turers are confronted hy the promise of
o new tariff nnder which they will have
to puy more liberally for the privilege
of entering the American market they
naturally regard the situntion as somo-
what disconraging and their feeling is
voleed In the press. One Journal de-
eclares that England must reckon with
commercinl vivalry undey the MeKinley
regime, which sounds like an albandon-
ment of the theory that Amerfean pro-
tection  makes England’s  comnnereial
supremaey  secure. which  hns  bheen
preachied  persistently by British and
American frep traders,

Porhaps  the English manufacturers
are unnecessarily apprehensive.  1Mrogi-
dent MeKinley has advised n conservi-
tive tariff and the understood intention
Is to frame such a tarflf, We need
revenue and extreemp logislation wonld
defent this, Bur it will be more of a
protection  measure  (han  the existing
law, Dbeepuse that Is necessary to, the
revival of oor industries, and this will
bee pecomplished nt the expense of the
foreign manufaeturers, There I8 0 very
Invge majority of the Ameriean people
who are anxfously awaitlng the in-
angurnation of this poliey,

A8 TO RECIPROCITY.

President MeIKinley ocoupies no am.
bignous positlon on the question  of
commercinl - reciprocity.  He  belieyes
hearvtily and fully in that policy us a
helpful means of promoting our forelgn
trade,  When rveciprocity was first pro-
posed in connection with the tari@d bin
of 1890 it Is sald that MeKiuley wins not
favorably Inipressed with it. As is gon-
ornlly kuown It was peged by Mr
Blaine, then seevetary of state, who o
cording to report at that thine was some-
what aggressive and veliement In hils
insistence that the reciprocity prinelple
Was necessary to the extension of  the
markets for Ameviean produets and 1o
compensite for the favors extended to
the products of other countrles by thl
il act, It was understood at thot
time that Mr. MceKinley, ns the chule
man of the ways aud means commiites,
rither relnctantly nceceded to the view of
Me. Blalne and aceepted the reciprocity
elunse introduced by the senate in the
tarifi® net of 1810,

However this may be Is not o matier
of present Importanee. The faet of -
medinte significance is that  President
MeKinley Is heartily in favor of reck
procity and bis Influence will be given
to the restoration of that policy.  His
innugural addvess s perfectly clear and
explicit on thds question. “In the pre
vision of the tarif,”" the president said,
“especial attentlon shopid be glven to
the re-enactment and extension of the
veciprocity principle of the law of 18090,
under which so greal g stimulus was
glven to our fovelgn trade do new and
advantageous markets for  our surplus
agricultural and  manufactured  prod-
uets. The brelef trial given tuis loglsla-
tlon amply justifies o further exporl
ment and additional dseretionary power
in  the making up of commerelal
treatles, the end in view always to be
the opening up of new markets for the
products of our country, by graunting
coucesslons 0 the products of other

lunds that we need sod casuot produce

THE

onrselves, and which do not involve any
loss of Inbor to onr own people, but tend
to Inerease thelr employment.”

Thiera enn be no doubt that this view
of President McKinley accords with
genoral publie oplnion.  The mannface
turing interests of the country, through
thelr varfous organizations and in con-
ventions, have strongly pronounced in
favor of reciprocity, and unguestionably
the agricultural interest Is  practically
manlmons for that policy. Congress
mitst recognize the demands of these
Interests, but there will, 1t appears, be
some difficuliy In the way of re-enacting
the reciproclty feature of the act of
1800, In the first place, that was based
upon free sagar and the tarifd biil that
will be presented to the Fifty-fifth con-
gross will earry duties on sngar from
which it s expected to derive revenve
to the amonnt of from £50.000,000 to
60,000,000,  This will remove the ehlef
source  of recipocity  arrangements.
Then there Is another difficully in the
et that eonditions have changad with
respect to some of the conntries with
which we had reciprocity agreements
and they may not be so ready now ns
they were six yenrs ago to enter Into
reciprocity.  Thia is notably the case
with Brazil, with  which the United
Stintes cannot hope to make so favorable
an agreement as  the one  that was
terminnted by the IPifty-third congress.
Thus while there Is general concurrence
in the view of Pregident MeKinley as to
the desirability of “the re-enactment
and extenslon of the reclprocity prin-
viple of the law of 1800, 0t 1= to he ap-
probendoed that it will not e as easy
now ns It then was to gecure the nee
ceptance of that prineiple hy other conn-
tries,  The abandonment of it was o
grave mistake which has cost the com-
mercial Interests of the United States
tens of millions of dollars and to restors
it will he a task very haml of necom-
plishment. Sl the repnbliean paety
Is commitied to an eMort to do this and
the attitude of the president gives as-
suppnee that the effort will be muade,
